brought co him, and gave order about. their battels, and ape 
pointed ther Generals for warres ; for the Judges for rhe 
raoſt part, except Els and Samuel, were but extraordinary Offi » 
£crs, or Generalls, raiſed up.in danger »f enemies, and caſe of 
warre ; ſo that every way Chriſt was a Menarch and King. to 
Fſrae! , wherefore 10deed when they retuſed Judges , and': 
would have a King like other Nations, they did caſt off him 4, 
yet notwithſtanding, atter he had puniſhed chem by one King, 
namelv $4ul, he gave thern a Kang alſo for a Tvpe and thadow 
of thar which he himſelte did betore, bur ina Type. and ſha-- 
dow : Foras the Nation or Iſrael in cheir Moſazeall Diſcipline 
and Liturgy, were but a Type of the Nations ot the World; 
whom 1n a morall way (od will bring to be a people ro Chriſt 
{among which the Iſraelites as 2 firlt borne ſhall bee chiefe :) 
So Chrilts goveramenc ot chat Nation, from the time they 
were called our of Mz ypr, till chey caſt off Judges, and after: 
thac alſo, by Kings immediately called and Depured by him 
(vrhicl thewed that he Rull kept the Soveraigmy, and was 
their King} was a thadow.or Type. of his ſtate of Monarchicall 
Government, which in due time hee will have immediately and 
witibly over all-Nations on the earth ; theretore the Ifraeclates: 
Kings could not be depoſed by men, becauſe not ſet up by 
men, and ruleg.ſo abſolutely becauſe they rul'd by Commiſſi» 
or marr ra wo from Chriſt, and as Types of that his rule: 
Monarchicall, which in the latter dayes he. meant to take up over 
all che World, ; 
Thus we (ce ever {tnce Chriſt gathered a viſible people and: 
Kingdome, he fore-the wed his intent, to have 2 ſtare Monar- 
alin the World, { for his fpirituall Kingdome hee typitied 
from the fall of Adam } by che Sacrifices, Altars, andthe 
Prieſts, which were che Fathers and firſt borne of the Fatt» 
ly ; bur this his Monarchicall Government hee began to rypifie, 
when hee called a Nation to be his people ; and ashetypitied

T his was 
alſo celebrated typically and prophetically, by Ioaels ſubdui 
all the earth, that 15, all knowne neighbouring Narionsr 
abont them, Pſal.4.7. and in Salomon as in a T'ype, Pſel.72. and 
is certainely the ſcope of Pjal. 96.97.98. 110. For whar ſtate 
of Chriſts Kingdome as yer, whether providenciall or fpirittte 
uh gave all the carth caule to joy, becaule of peace, juſtice, 
cruch.

The third Monarchy was that of the Greekes, which bloſ. - 
ſomed, or rather immaturely and ſuddenly ripened in Great 
Alexander of Macedon, 2 Grecian ; and by his ſudden victories 
Over-run the World ; and by his ſudden and uatimely death, 
was divided into foure great parts, by foure of his chiefe Ge- 
nerals, who parted the World among them, Dan,z. 39. uatill 
the more Weſterne people, by little and little / namely che 
5) won all from them : this Grecian Momaychy was ex- 

preſſed inthat Image by a belly and chighes of Braſle, 

The fourth Monarchy was that of the Weſt, namely that of 
the Romans { which compared with the former is Weſterne) 
which bloſſomed and ripened leiſurely, andby degrees ; and 
was therefore the more like to laſt Jong. And by certaiae gra- 
dations and much time, rooted out ſucceflively all the inheri- 
tors of Alexander, and the upholders of che Grecke Monarchy, 
and poſſeſt all the chicte knowne f mon of the World, and {o 
Shtching its beginning lower Weſtward, and vet up as highs 
Eaſtward, it became a mightier Monarchythen any of the fore 


mer. 

This Monarchy was expreſſed inthe image, by the legges of 
Iron, Dan.2:32.40. becauſe as Tron, it was Rtrongeſt of all
